Coffee-County BOE approves $12.4 milli6t* budget”

The Coffee Coumy Board of 
Education centered its focus on 
the annual - budget © last 
Thursday, Aug. 30, during. a 
special meeting. 

The board held public hear- 
ings ‘concerning the annual 

‘budget for fiscal» year 2001- 
2002 on Monday, Aug, 27,-and 
Thursday, Aug.30, At the ‘con- 

*Slusion of the second. hearing 
on Thursday, the board met in 
Special session to approve the 
budget. 

Before any action was taken, 
however, Superintendent Dr. 
Linda Ingram addressed some 
questions that had. been asked 
during the hearings concerning 
the budget 

The first thing the superin- 
tendent did was explain how 
budget flexibility works, 

She said because of prora- 
tion, the .state gave school 
boards a number of categories 
that they could flex monies in 
order'to pay othér things such 
as salaries for teachers and sup- 
port personnel. 

Next, Ingram explained that

During Elba Board of Education meeting 
$6 million budget approved

The Elba City School Board 
approved a budget in excess of 
six million dollars for the fiscal 
year’ ending on September 30, 
2002. These budget figures 
were used. mindful of the con- 
tinuing proration of state edu- 
cation funds, according to 
Superintendent Danny. Weeks. 
The total general fund budget 
expenditures for the coming 
fiscal year is $6,199,607. There 
are some other. incidental 
income and expenditures on the 
budget, in additional to the 
above figures, but they are ear- 
marked’ for special: uses. The 
entire general fund budget is 
projected to have a $68,048 
balance of income over expens- 
es. 

Mr. Weeks expressed opti- 
mism throughout his presenta- 
tion of the budget to school 
board members that the school 
system would be able to man- 
age for at least one more year 
Without ‘any drastic cuts «in 
classroom - teachers.:. Then 
Weeks would. stop and: tell 
board members that some ‘state 
officials were expressing’ con- 
cern that there might be addi- 
tional cuts in state school funds 
if there is no upturn in the econ- 
omy soon. He said there is no 
way to plan for such unknown 
cuts, nor to predict'the results. 


pees“ Mn ottreretiy- October): special 


sessiom of -the Alabama 
Legislature is being. predicted 
by some state officials, solely 
to address the financial needs 
of education, Weeks said. 

The new budget uses some 
allotted capital outlay funds as 
well as some textbook replace- 
ment funds to keep the general 
fund afloat and in the black 
financially, Again - Weeks 


explained to board members 
that this doesn’t) Cause any 
immediate problems, but if it 
continues’ into the. following 
year, there could be some con 
flicts ‘with néeds’ for new text- 
books, He also agreed) with 
board members that using capi- 
tal funds for Salaries could 
cause. problems in coming 
years as buildings need: paint 
ing and/or repairing. 

Elba schools face -another 
funding problem due to drop- 
ping enrollment, The current 
student enrollment is listed at 
975 in both schools, down from 
1033> students’ last. year. The 


enrollment drop> is mainly in 


the lower grades, beginning 
with historically low numbers 
in the kindergarten classes. 

In other business the school 
board approved an internet 
safety policy. This includes a 
form each student must-have 
signed by a parent or guardian, 
allowing the student to use the 
internet, under carefully moni- 
tored school’ staff supervision. 
for approved educational. pur- 
poses. Without this signed 
release, no student will be 
allowed access to the internet: 

Board. members were also 
updated on the successful 
improvement in wriling assess- 


ment scores in both levels of 


testing, - 

In the high school. 75% of 
the students scored in the. top 
two level (above avepagey--tn 
the elementary school, 53% of 
the 5th graders scored in the top 
two levels. Both groups showed 
a significant decrease in stu- 
dents scoring in the lower two 
levels, The test’ meagures 
understanding of the writing 
task ahd» measures writing 
mechanics, sentence formation 
and grammar and usage.. 


Local veterinarian participates with Maddie's Fund

The Alabama - Veterinary 
Medical Association (ALVMA) 
recently embarked into an 
effort to help control the pet 
population in Alabama through 
a program called the Maddie's 
Fund, 

Working in cooperation with 
ALVMA is the » Alabama 
Humane Federation and the 
Alabama Animal Control 


._Association. 


“This program could eéssen- 
tially help eliminate the 
euthanasia of healthy, adopt- 
able animals,” said Dr. Faith B. 
Drumheller, DVM. “As many 
as 40,000 Alabama cats and 
dogs may be eligible for this 
new spay/neuter program.” 

Drumheller, the Southeast 


Area ie ii 


Alabama YMA contact person, 
said a $610,000 grant has made 
it possible for low-income pet 
owners to take advantage of 
discounted spay/neuter pro; 
grams. eee 

‘She said through Maddie's 
Fund, a Medicaid-eligible fam- 
ily will qualify for this veteri- 
nary service at the low cost of 


$5 per cat or $10 per dog, with 


a limit of six animals per 
household. 

The goal is to have 10,000 
spays or neuters across the 
State. As goals are achieved, 
Maddie’s “Fund will make 
approximately ©$2,5. million 
available- over the next two 
years. 

The Maddie's Fund effort is 
being titled, “The Big Fix for 
Alabama,” and Drumheller said 
all an eligible pet owner has to 
do is make an appointment with 
one of the __ participating 
providers for the pet to have the 
surgery done at the special rate. 
Maddie's ‘Fund will then con- 
‘wibute an average of $45 per 
cat surgery and $70 per dog 
surgery. 

“I’m just really‘excited about 
this great program — with 
Maddie's Fund,” said 
Drumheller, “I strongly encour- 
age residents to take full advan- 
tage of its benefits.” 

Lynne Fridley, president of 
the Alabama Humane 
Federation said it is very diffi- 
cult to find homes for all of the 
animals that are brought to 
shelters, She said the hope. is 
that Maddie's Fund will allow 
qualified pet owners help to 
spiral the pet population, 

“We are behind anything that 
will keep down the pet popula- 
tion in our state,” said Fridley. 
“We see too many unwanted 
animals left to roam the streets 
to fend for themselves, Most 
are killed by automobiles or 
starve to death.” 


According to Dr. Charles 
Franz, ALVMA executive 
director, various spay/neuter 
campaigns in the past have 
been successful in the short 
term, but the Band-Aid type of 
efforts have not stopped the 
flood of unwanted and Stray 
animals coming to shelters. 

“The veterinarians in 
Alabama want to see, citizens 
take better care of their animals 
and be responsible,” said Franz.

In last week's .edition of The 

Elba Clipper, Mr. Bill Sullwell of 
Phenix City, Ala,, wrote a letter to 
the editor concerning organ 
donors, 
* 1, personally, do not know Mr 
Stillwell, but the remarks he made 
through his letter really hit home 
with me. 

Mr. Stillwell spoke of his dia 
betes, kidney disease, dialysis and 
kidney transplant. After giving 
some background on his health 
condition, he began to discuss 
how important itis to be an organ 
donor 

I probably would have never 
payed much attention to his letter, 
but Seeing as though my mother 
has basically the same health 
troubles as Mr, Stillwell, 1 could 
relate to his story 

1 never really thought about 
organ. donors until my: mother 
became ill 

For many years, she has battled 
diabetes. Then, a few years ago, 
the diabetes did exactly what a 
person does not want it to do, It 
began-to destroy her organs. Her 
eyesight has become almost 
nonexistent in that she is legally 
blind in.one eye and close to the 
same in the other. She has kidney 
failure and has been undergoing 
dialysis. for approximately three 
years now,

Although dialysis is a lifesav- 
ing method of treatment ands we 
wouldn't dare skip a treatment, it 
is a Very tough’on the patient. 

Three times a week, my mother 
goes to. the dialysis clinic in 


Enterprise and’ sits through her” 


teatment for four and one. halt 
hours each time. It is, as) Mr. 
Stillwell said in his letter, a Tong 
process where a machine cleanses 
her blood to gerd of the fluids 
that have built in het body 
because of the kidney failure 

It is very hard to see how weak 
the treatment makes her and to 
watch her stniggle not to have too 
much fluid intake between treat- 
ments, but we haye to accept the 
stone cold fact that she would die 
without dialysis. 

There are many people in’ this 
world who live with conditions 
like my mother and Mr, Stillwell, 
but the light at the end of the tun- 


nel for these people is the thought - 


of organ donors. 
An organ donor is a blessing for 
someone who ‘is dealing with

EHS tracks disappearing change

Have you ever wondered how 
your spare change just seems to 


‘disappear? If you're a student at 


EHS, that change probably dis- 
appears into” the | vending 
machines: 

During the daily 15-minute 
break between first and second 
periods..many students opt to 
buy. foods and drinks: from the 
vending muchines conveniently 
located in the commons area. 
However, few students (or par- 
ents) realize exaculy how much 
money they spend ‘on these 
products over the, course of-a 
year. 

This’ 2001-2002. school year 
calendar consists of 176 days. If 
a student buys only a drink -or a 
snack each day, they, will spend 
an average of $105.60 during 
this year. A student who buys 


‘both a drink and a snack-each 


day will spend $211.20. Overa 


year, all those Cokes and candy 
bars really become an expense. 

What would happen if -vend- 
ing machine prices were low- 
ered to 50 cents? Students buy- 
ing only a drink or a snack 
would spend $88, and students 
buying both would spend $176. 
Those buying. one product 
would saye $17.60; and those 
buying two products would save 
$35, 

Although lower prices would 
be nice, the school puts the prof- 
its from the vending-machines to 
good use. That money is used 
towards general office supplies, 
paper, computer supplies and 
copier Maintenance, The money 
is also used to purchase janitori- 
al .supplies, thcluding ‘toilet 
paper.

The Elba Tigers lost to the Straughi Tigers 14-0 last week and 
have now lost six straight season opening games dating back to 
1996, The Tigers defeated 5A Charles Henderson 33-13 way back in 
1995 in Coach David Lowery’s first game as a head coach, but since 
have fallen to Charles Henderson’ 7:0 (1996), Charles Henderson

Don’t Let A.Little 
Mud Hole Ruin 
Your Big Trip 


Another major change is that

Outdoors people are going to get their vehicle stuck in the mud or 
snow: ICs just a fact of life in the outdoors. But there are things we 
can do to reduce the frequency of watching our wheels sling’ mud. 


a mired trip, also, 


. Having the basic tools to get a vehicle out of the muck can salvage 


Roads to prime outdoor locations often have at least one major 


mud hole before the final destination. 


How we negotiate these 


areas determines whether we enjoy our planned activity or spend 
several hours trying to dig and push our vehicle out of the soup. 


Determining that it is safe to cross is the first consideration. 


If it 


seems safe enough, negotiating the mud hole at just enough speed 
to keep the vehicle moving forward is usually best; Trying to get up 


_ enough speed to blast through it can lead to spin outs and vehicle 


damage. Large aggressive tread tires have a tendency to “dig in” if 
too much throttle is applied and a vehicle can be sitting on its axle 
before the driver realizes it. Apply just enough gas to keep the for- 


ward momentum. 


Owners of 4-wheel drive vehicles‘can use a “sawing technique” 
to gain extra traction from the front drive: By continuously turning 
the steering wheel slightly left then right as:you drive through the 
mud, the vertical treads on the sidewall of mud tires will bite into 


the side of the ruts and increase traction. 


But what if our best mud driving skills prove inadequate and we 
become stuck? Reducing the air pressure in the tires on the pulling 
axel(s) will often increase traction enough to get free. Extreme cau- 
tion must be used when reducing air pressure to avoid the tire bead 
breaking loose from the wheel when you apply throttle. Excessive 


speed can cause the sidewalls to be cut by the wheel rim. 


The same person should deflate both tires, using an air gauge to 
ensure not too much air is let out. My brother, Bill and I got hope- 
lessly stuck in a sand bed once. I proceeded to let half the air out of 
the rear tire on my side and told him to do the same on his side, 
which was really dug in. The truck pulled out, but a very audible 
“flop, flop, flop” was coming from his side: Dear brother had let all 
the air out of the tire.on his side! The next few minutes resulted in 
an intense discussion about Bill’s IQ as we changed tires in 100 


degree heat. 


Anyone venturing into remote areas should have basic equipment 
to free a stuck vehicle. A winch or portable “come-a-long” with 
enough cable and/or straps, a small scoop and an ax are indispens- 


able, 


Skillful driving and the right equipment will allow us to play in 


the great outdoors, and not in the first mud hole we encounter.
